My Dear Friend:— 


You may wonder -why I say so little 


in my letters with reference to the mili- 
tary si'iuation on the islands. The. fact 
is I have no means of learning anything

All military 
news 


must first be. submitted to Press Censor 
Green before appearing in 
the 
papers 


hero and no news whatever concerning 
tho movements of troops is allowed to 
appear in print. 


Xo reports with reference to the num- 


ber of men sick or wounded are allowed 
to be published; nothing relative to the 
whereabouts of different 
regiments or 


brigades upon the islands, in fact an ab- 
solute censorship is maintained over all 
military items and nothing but. ''doc- 
tored" new; allowed to go in. 


So you see T must rely wholly upon 


my own observation and as the troops 
are principally in the extreme north of 
the island, while 1 nm more central, I 
have little op]K>rtunity to make such ob- 
servations. There can be no doubt but1 


•that the spirit of this uprising Iras been 
broken. The insurgent army no longer 
represents nn organized force; the effort 
on Uie part, of the insurgents to maintain 
a central government has been abandon- 
ed while bunds of thieve? and murderers, 
the last remnant of Aguinaldo's army, 
arc wandering about in the mountains, 
now and then coming down into a settle- 
ment to rob and plunder. It will take 
years to subdue~them. It is next to im- 
possible 10 -caldi .them.-- If u. 'bond . of 
them gets hard 
pressed Uiey • scatter, 


some go to work in the rice fields and 
some in tiie sugar fields and our soldiers 
have no way of identifying them. Were 
we to withdraw all our troops from the 
field these different bands would unite 
and their numbers swelled to many hun- 
dreds, would begin to capture 
whole

camped on the out-kirts of -Manila, sev- 
eral thousand strong. 


These people will have to be subdued 


ns the American Indian was. Every now 
nnd then the natives will go on the war 
puth nnd we will send out troops to quell 
them. 
It will happen sometimes in the 


south iiml sometimes in the north. So, 
as in our own America, after years of In- 
dian campaigning and Indian fighting, 
after years of frontier warfare, the coun- 
try will be ours to enjoy in perfect peace. 


Frequently reports come in that Ajruin- 


al'in has been wounded, or that General 
l^lar has been killed or captured, but 
the-v are alwavs without foundation. The 
mother of Agninuldo with her grandson, 
came into American lines not long a£o 
because she was too infirm to follow her 
fleeing son.

but- never hesitated to Inud and uphold 
her .-on and the cau-o, of the insurgents.

A telegraphic 
eomimiiucfltion to that effect, has come

his old time friend. 
As yet little of the 


circumstances arc known but it is said 
tJrat he wns shot by the enemy while go- 
ing out to meet their flag of truce. This 
circumstance has nl.-o been verified by 
telegraphic dispatch from Manila and is 
all doubtlessly true. 


The treachery of these people is some- 


thing tierce, but we an- slow to appre- 
ciate it. Again and n^ain 
have 
they 


come toward our line* with a white flag 
fluttering in the breeze and 
we have 


gon*> out to meet it. nceo-rding to the laws 
of war. only to be fired upon by the black 
devils. 
A colonel of n volunteer regiment 


met his death in this way last summer. 


I can't understand why General Law-- 


toii w-cnt to meet the, so-called Hag: I 
can't understand 
why the 
Americans 


have ever recognized such a flag because 
repeatedly have they been lured into a 
trap by it and in nearly every case have 
suffered the loss of either tin ofliccr or a 
imi.il.

All those 
wealthy, influential. Filipino merchants 
and landowners who once lent a helping 
hnj-.d to Aguins,!do are now doing allithcy 
can to establish American rule here. 


Aguinnldo is no longer president of the 


so-called F.ilipino republic; he as on these 
islands precisely what.Jesse James was 
in America, a bandit lender. His cabinet 
has rteigned io a maji-and they are ail in 
Manila assisting the ."American authori- 
ties to wipe out these nefarious robber- 
bands. -The insurrection is over. Ameri- 
can authority has been accepted and is 
established.

At Kenosha not long ago a resolution was 
ndopted by the council that all bkck- 
Iine4 persons be photographed" and a pic- 
ture furnished each saloon keeper, Ra- 
cine councilmen have often agitated the 
sair.e kind of a move, but it was never 
attempted.

sha council the eyes of tho temperance 
world have been attracted to that, city. 
• The action. lm.s created much comment 
and the oflicials of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance union have denounced 
it.

sha hurrying down the alleys seeking to 
take a snap shot of one who has given 
oer his life to the flowing bowl.

unconstitutional by the attorneys and no 
effort has been made to enforce the pro- 
visions of! the act. It -is probable the 
resolution will be recinded at an early 
meeting of th council.

Dear Editor: 


Permit me space to give expression, to 


a. few- ideas tliat come to my mind upon 
reading the proposition which the Racine 
Water Co., made to our citizens' com- 
mittee in regr.rd to our city eventually 
becoming the owner of the Racine Water 
Co.'s plant. I call the proposition a most 
favorable one as for as the Water Co., 
is concerned and a most absurd one as 
far as our city ds concerned. If I under- 
stand the proposal, it is the request of. the 
Bacinc Wa-ter Co., that the city extend 
their franchise 23 ye^ars.. after the expira- 
tion of its present limit, give them $20,- 
000 per annum for the entire period of 
36 years, build all future extensions, si- 
low the Racine Water Co., to collect and 
retain all revenues present a.nd future, 
and upon the limitation of the present 
franchise as well as the proposed exten- 
sion, -the entire 
property 
to be then 


turned over to our city without charge. 
Le us s<>e what this means. 


Our present rental is S1G.OOO and their 


proposition calls for addition enough per 
annum to make a total sum equal to $26,- 
000. The difference would be ,$9,400 per 
annum to the city. Call this sum $9,000 
for convenience of figures and contingen- 
cies that might arise from time to time. 
This amount would be paid the Racine 
Water Co., -yearly in addition to its pres- 
ent rental of $16,600 for a period of 30 
years. We trill---now call--thai-period-35: 
ycarsT'Ollowing one year for preparation 
and fairness; put this sum $9,000 at in- 
terest at 3 per cent, per annum for the 
entire period and continue to do so with 
cac-h yearly payment and you will have 
at the end of the period the munificent 
sum of $5:i9,ti98.92 and if the sums were 
put ou at 4 per cent, interest instead of 
;i per cent, as above proposed the amount 
would be SC14.5n3.0-2. 


This amount is derived by compound- 


ing the interest 
and 
principal 
sums. 


This then would be the amount our citi- 
zens would pay in cold cash for this 
plant, besides paying for a.- 
extension 


work found necessary to be put in during 
the period of 36 ycvr?. My figures are 
accurate and conservative, for 
I allow 


$400 per annum on the rental 
besides 


one year for preparation. We 
are 
al- 


lowed nothing for the wear and tear that 
this plant has been subjected to for the 
period of its existence. 50 years or the 
life of the present, franchise and future 
extension. Every well conducted manu- 
facturing business charges off to profit 
and loss account at least 10 per cent, per 
annum of its machinery account 
and 


hopes to wipe out their entire account 
within a period of ten years. Under this 
plan nothing of the kind is propo?«i nor 
permitted, but fun payment for a. plant 
that has received hard wear and tough 
usage and whoso franchise requirements 
test the system to its utmost capacity, 
is asked. 1 am not informed just what 
the usual percentage of discount that a 
water works is subjected to, but w-ould 
not think 5 per cent per annum exces- 
sive. This amount should be set aside 
for a sinking fund and within the per- 
iod of 20 years ought to wipe out the en- 
tire cost of the plant. As has own said 
before, under the proposition of the Ra- 
cine Water Oo,, the. city is allowed noth- 
ing in this direction 
rnit 
the 
Raeuie 


Water Co., collect all revenues for the en- 
tire period amounting to an enormous 
sum during the life of the franchise, pre- 
sent and proposed. H is only reasonable 
to suppose that our city will j^row con- 
stantly and' the increased revenues will 
amount to a fabulous sum, without a 
cent of cost udditionaJ, outside of run- 
ning expenses to the company; for.ane 
citv is expected to put in all extensions. 
r am not prepared to p'lt a price on the 
property of the Racine Water Co.. after 


the. 
eleven more years tliat the present 


franchise has to run, but I venture tile 
opinion tuat the company will be com- 
pletely at the. mercy oi the city ai. that 
time. Should our city feel able to m»Ke 
in annual outlay of say $!h)00 and place 
-lame in a- sinking fund, under a special 
legislative enactment, and put same out 
;it interest for a period of 36 years nj is 
proponed under me plan of the Racine 
Water Co., and allow the interest to be 
compounded, the result would, of course, 
be the same to them as far as the up- 
greg»te amount is conecriiKl, and 
the 


city would then stand ready to put hi a 
jnatoL J5b«.t.of-tkeir own,-fitted for its; 


then requirements and not to be a pos- 
sessor of a plant whose career dates back 
some'50 years. I am not attempting to 
say what the income of the Itacine Water 
company is, from sources other than that 
of the eity and don't think that is any- 
body's business outside of its stock hold- 
ers, but I would not wonder if it is suf- 
ficient to allow them to 'pay a good in- 
terest on their investment and permit 
the placing of a respectable sum to a 
sinking fund yearly. I would not call, a 
movement endeavoring to 
endorse 
the 


proposition made by tho Racine Water 
Co., worthy of the attention of any citi- 
zen who has the welfare of our' city at 
heart.

Earl Salsbury read the Queen's speech, 
Vlctorln Pral»e« I'litrlotlKm of Sold- 


IcrM and Smlor*. 


It began as follows: 
"My lords and 


gentlemen: The peax:e which 
had 
re- 


cently been broken in South Africa when 
I last addressed you, has unhappily not 
bc«n restored, but otherwise my rela- 
tions with other states are friendly. In 
resisting the evasion of my South Afri- 
can .colonies by the South African re- 
public and Orange .free 
ate, my people 


have responded with devouon ajid en- 
thusiasm to the appeal which I 'made to 
them, and the heroism of my soldiers 
in the field and ray sailors .and marines 
landed to co-operate with them has not 
fallen short of. the noblest traditions of 
our military history. 


I am deeply grieved that so many val- 


uable lives should hay? fallen a sacrifice, 
but-I,have witnessed with pride and the 
heartiest gratification, the patriotic eager- 
ness and Kpontaneous loyalty with which 
my subjects in all parts 01 my donjinion 
came forward; to. share in., the eomr^oa 
defense of their imperial interests. 


I am confident,' i snail not look to 


them in -vain' when I ejdiort them to 
sustain and renew • their exertions until 
they have brought this ftrugglfi for the 
maintenance of the empire and the asser- 
tion of its supremacy in South Africa, 
u> a victorious conclusion.'1 The speech. 
then touches briefly on the conclusion 
of the Samoan convention between Brit- 


ain, 
Germany and United States: tha 


Australian colonial federation 
scheme; 


offers of troops for service in Africa from 
Australia and India, the famine in Wen- 
cm and ecntraj India: the prevalence of 
plague which shows no signs of dimin- 
ution and proceeding says: 


"Provision to the 
military 
expendi- 


ture must be. largely increased on ac- 
count of t-ne charge for military opera- 
tion in South Africa. The experience of 
a ^Treat war must necessarily afford les- 
sons of tne greatest importance to the 
military administrations of the country. 


You will not. I am convinced, shrink 


from any outlay thai may be required 
to place our defensive preparations on a 
level with the responsibilities which Uie 
possession of so great an empire has laid 
upon us. At a time when several other 
nations are perfecting their naval prepa- 
ration at a. cost of increasing efforts and 
tho sacrifices the solicitude with which 
you have provided for the efficiency o£ 
our navy and our coast defenses will as- 
surt-diy not be relaxed.'1 


The rest of the speech dpals with mi- 


nor domestic affairs. 


At the conclusion a recess was taken, 


until 4 o'clock. All sections of the Irish 
nationalists were absent from the. open- 
in" session, owing to their attendance at 
the craicus at which Harrington and Ee-I- 
mond urged the restoration of the unity 
ainong representatives of the Irish nat- 
ionalism.. A resolution declaring an end 
to all division among them was carried. 
cmaniuiously.

The unfortunate part of it all is that 
Hie advanced prices are inflicted u;ion 
secondary parties, or other manufacturers 
unable to secure the 
advance, because 


they may not be organized in trusts. But 
sinaslning machinery, this is hard. Why 
should not the law take just as much 
cognizance, of iliis sort of thing, as if the 
trust hard ordered its custodian to set 
file tn the build-ing". \Vhcrc is any dif- 
ference.

Tbe ProTUIon That I« Made for Brltlih 


Soldlen* V»o>Ul<» 


• It will probably Interest Americans, 
for purposes of comparisons, at least, 
to know the. provision that is made in 
British army regulations for the fami- 
lies of'reservists (equivalent 
to the 


United State's militia) who are called 
out to war, or '.'to colors" as the Brit- 
ish put it, says a London writer. The 
family of a; reservist.during such time 
receives "separation allowance" from 
the: government; whertier the man re- 
mains at'home'or is sent 
abroad. 


While at home the man makes his own 
arrangements for remitting money to 
his family out of his pay, but, in the 
event of his proceeding abroad, tbu 
army authorities perform this service 
for him, and compel the remittance of 
a certain minimum amount, according 
to rank. He has, of course, the option 
of remitting a. larger sum. 
The fol- 


lowing are the daily rates: Separation 
allowance paid by the government to 
the wife. 16 cents. To each child (girl 
under 
16 or boy undsr 14), 4 cents. 


Minimum allotment (stopped from the 
pay ot a private) wh«n drawing a field 
ration: To the wife, S cents; to each 
child, 2 cents; the total not to exceed 
12 cents without the man's consent 
When not drawing a field ration the 
wite gets 4 cents a day, and the chil- 
dren 1 cent each, the total not to ex 
ceed 6 cents without the man's con 
sent. This system has been found to 
be the most advantageous In prevent- 
ing the families of poor soldiers from 
suffering while the heads are engaged 
in, war. The vast majority of cor- 
porations aid .the families still fur- 
ther by sending them one-half of tha 
husband's-wages all the time he Is at 
the front.

Arms and armor are treated with acids 
which eat away the metal, thus pro- 
ducing the same effect as tbe ravages 
of time. 
Carved ivories are stained 


•with oils to make them yellow and are 
subjected to heat to make them craclc. 
Pieces of furniture have holes drilled 
to represent the worm holes, and eo 
on, until there will In time he very 
little In the way ot curios which arc 
themselves really curious. Paris Is 
one of the strongholds of this class of 
forgers, while In Hungary there is a 
factory -where Dresden china is imi- 
tated In a fair manner. There Is, how- 
ever, one safe way, and that. Is .to buy 
through' reputable dealers. Forgeries 
in all works of art very rarely get into 
thti dealers' hands. As a rule they are 
cent to auction rooms. 
Many ama- 


teurs have an idea that they may pick 
up a priceless work of art or curio for 
a mere song. The makers know all 
this and work accordingly. 
The spu- 


rious curio-making haunt out-of-the- 
way auction rooms, where-amateurs 
look In -with tbs idea that nobody but 
themselves can .inotv of the room in 
question. 
The sale takes, place and 


they come away""with a gem, so they 
think. There has, curiously • enough, 
in this conection, lately been discov- 
ered a. disease which eats away bronze 
and elves it a sign of antiquity. All 
objects of antiquity fabricated, from 
metallic 
copper and itn 'Important 


alloy, made by adding tin in cerUln 
proportions, are liable to be attacked 
by this destructive corroding affection. 
Skilled artists of these false antiquities 
are known to Inoculate their repro- 
ductions with spots of bronze.—Pottery 
Gazette.

CLIPPING A QUEEN 
BEE. 


Wiy Wlnft* Arc Clipped— 1» It Ad- 


visable T— How It In Done. 


The chief object in clipping a quenn, 


says Dr. C. C. Miller in ,Tbe National 
Stockman, is to prevent her flyiug 
away. When a swarm issues with a 
cllpp'ed queen, the queen falls to the 
ground, and the swarin circles around 
In the air for a few' minutes, but when 
it Is found that no queen is present | 
the swarm generally returns to tho 
hive without alighting, although it 
sometimes clusters on a tree or other 
object and remains hanging there from 
five minutes to a quarter- or half an 
hour. But there Is no danger .that it 
will go oft without a. queen. Sooner or 
later it will go back where it came 
from. 


Sometimes It is desirable to have a 


queen marked, and a. clipped wing is a 
permanent mark easily seen. Suppose 
u colony has a queen that is 2, 3. or 4 
years old. If the queen has been clip- 
ped. you can tell at a glance -whether 
tho old quec-n Is present or whether a 
daughter has superseded her. 


Whether it is advisable to have 


queens clipped or not depends upon 
circumstances. 
If 
several 
colonies 


stand near together and no close -watch 
Is kept at the time of swarming, a clip- 
ped queen falling to the ground may 
•wander off on the ground and be lost 
or enter the wrong iilve and be killed. 
Indeed the antic-Uppers raise that as 
an objection, but the clippers reply 
that it Is better to lose a queen with- 
out the swarm than to lose a queen 
with the swarm. 
With a clipped 


queen the matter of hiving a swarm is 
simplified. 
When the swarm Issues, 


watch for the queen and cage her. 
Move the old hive off the stand, put 
the new or empty hive in its place 
and place the cagod queen nt the en- 
trance of the new hive. 
When the 


swarm begins to return, let -the queen 
ont of the cage to run with the s'warm 
into the new hive. 


More than one wnv may be used In 


clipping a queen. Some persons' hold 
the wing with the left hand and saw it 
off -with a very sharp penknife. 'Most 
pe,ople use a pair of scissors. '' Catch 
the queen with the right hand (on the 
supposition you are right handed). 
You may use the thumb and finger to 
catch her by the thorax (the part next 
the head), or you may catch her by the 
wings, but don't catch her by the ab- 
domen. It Is soft and easily crushed. 
Now you may take hold cf her with 
the left hand, so that the tail end may 
be toward the right hand, when with 
the scissors you may cut off the larger 
wing on one • Bide, 
(She has four 


•wings, two on each side.l 
She can- 


not fly whether one or both wings are 
cut on the same side, but it does not 
spoil her looks so much to cut only 
one wing. On the other hand, there Is 
an advantage in having both wings 
cut, for In that case you can tell at a 
glance whether she Is clipped, where- 
as with only one wiug cut It is hard 
to tell whether she is clipped or not as 
she runs in and out among the bees. 


Instead of holding the queen by the 


thorax to clip her, there is a way that 
j-ou may like better. 
Having caught 


her1 with the right hand, let her grasp 
the ball of the right index finger -with 
her feet, then close down' the1 'loft 
thum'b upon her feet and h<)!d her 
while you clip her. 


Shedn For Cuttle. 


"In ordinary cases It is better to feerl 


fattening1 cattle out of doors in. open 
feed troughs than in sheds. 
Tho cut- 


tle have the advantage over those be- 
ing fed inside of having constantly an 
unlimited supply of pure, fresh air_in- 
stead of close, stuffy, bfld smelling air. 
Cattle feeding on ear corn always drop 
more or less corn around tho troughs, 
and when there arc hogs following 
them they can pick up this c<;i-n be- 
fore It gets as dirty as it would if the 
cattle were fed Inside, and they will 
gather up more of it, so under ordi- 
nary conditions thftro Is less loss of 
grain when cattle arc fed outside. But 
in the north It is so cold In winter that 
c.ittle. wouliT perish In large numbers 
if sheds were not provided for them. 
The value of the cattle lost in Mon- 
tana, Wyoming and Idaho during the 
last five years hns been enough to 
build sheds for tens of thousands of 
them. 
People living east of those 


western slates' have 
been building 


barns and sheds for feeding cattle for 
years, and the number of them doing 
BO Is constantly Increasing. Cattle are 
so high now that It is entirely out of 
the question for feeders living on the 
prairie in the northern states to feed 
them at a pt-oilt without protecting 
them from the cold. Where cattle do 
not have proper protection it takes a 
large amount of the grain given them 
to keep up the animal hcnt. 
Sheds 


•with feed troughs and which can be 
closed in case of blizzards should be 
built so that cattle can be fed In them 
in storms. In the coldest winter weath- 
er and once in awhile a, heavy rain." 
And after watching tbe results of cat- 
tle feeding In different parts of the 
country a Prairie Farmer correspond- 
ent concludes that when cattle not In a 
timber country are fed they must have 
sheds. 


HOTV to TJMC Lime on Sour Soil. 
The Rhode Island station finds it 


strikingly exemplified by one of its ex- 
periments that in seeding sour (acid) 
land to timothy lime should be thor- 
oughly worked Into tho soil before the 
seed is sown. 
A 'top dressing 'o£ lime 


applied subsequently to seeding, while 
it may prove somewhat helpful, exerts 
but fittle benefit In connection with 
timothy as compared with lime har- 
rowed into the soil. '.

It is well known that'one of the'iflSst 


serique problems in stock feeding is 
the .production of .nitrogenous fodder 
and that one of the most serious prob- 
lems in raising field crops is supplying 
nitrogen, to the soil: The stock feeder 
Ttnows that In. order to receive the best 
returns from tho food given the ration 
must be balanced—that is, tho propor- 
tion of nitrogen must not fall too low. 
It is usually too expensive to furnish 
the nitrogen in the form of bran, oil 
meal and other concentrates. On the 
other hand, ail crops require more or 
less nitrogen, yet. this substance !s 
usually first to be exhausted in the soil 
and the most expensive to add in the 
form 'of fertilizers.' 
Fortunately the 


growing of leguminous plants furnish- 
.es a solution, for both problems at"the 
same time. 
'•

Leguminous 
plants, those wliose 


seeds are borno in pods like the peas 
and the beans, have the power to col- 
lect the nitrogen from the air where 
It exists iu Inexhaustible supply,'but 
yet cannot be utilized by most plants, j 
The nitrogen in the soil is chiefly'in j 
the form of nitrates. As there is com- 
paratively little nitrogen In the original ; 
rock from which our soils come, |Jie i 
supply in the soil depends almost'pn- i 
tirely upon what is washed down from ' 
the air in the form of various com- 
pounds of nitrogen and from what Is 
taken ont of the air by the roots' of 
leguminous plants and .a few others 
which have a similar power. As stat- 
ed above, most plants are unable to 
use the free nitrogen of the air which 
'exists iu such abundance. 


It will be seen that the raising and 


feeding of suitable leguminous plants 
constitutes one of tho chief agricul- 
tural problems of Kansas. It should 
be remembered that in the case of 
leguminous plants not only Is there a 
larger supply of nitrogen in tlic foliage 
and the seeds than In other foi^-age 
plants, but the roots at the same time 
have' accumulated a goodly: supply 
which'remains in th'e ground1, after'the 
top$'hhvo been removed'and "thus-1 ea- 
riclirfs the soil to'th'at extent'-'It'shonld

The nitrogen is» gathered. <ffom the 


air. by means -of small nodules or tu- 
bercles upon the roots and easily visi- 
ble when the roots of any leguminous 
plant are examined: 


The three legu'mes -which have thus 


far proved 'themselves worthy of culti- 
vation in Kansas and suited to Kan- 
sas conditions are the red clover, al- 
falfa and soy bean. To these might 
be added the cowpea; but, though the 
latter is much used farther south, it Is 
scarcely as well adapted to our condi- 
tions as the other three. Like the oth- 
ers, it gathers in.nitrogen, but is not 
so good as a forage'plant. 


The red clover is grown more or less 


through the eastern part of the state. 
At Manhattan, 120 miles west of Kan- 
sas City, it is too uncertain to bo at all 
generally used. It Is often sown with 
timothy for both pasture and hay. Jt 
does not form a permanent pasture, 
and hence roust be .renewed every few 
3'curs. Alsikc. or mammoth clover, is 
sometimes used, but has no advan- 
tages over red clover. The other two 
legumes, however, can be cultivated iu 
most parts of Kansas and arc destined 
to ialto their place at the hcad'-oi the 
list of forage plants.
